Before deciding on the fate of the staff of the Daily, the student body ought to 
have been aware of certain things. 

A student newspaper staff is not elected to provide students with a mirror in 
which they may gaze at their own reflection. Nor is it there to promote those view- 
points which the majority already agree with. 

If it has any purpose, it is to challenge readers and to provide an educative and 
informative function. It is by these criteria that the Daily staff ought to have been 
judged — we would not have been found wanting. 

Let us make no mistake as to what the vote for dismissing the staff means. It 
means that the staff failed to keep silent about the misogyny in the Olde Engineering 
Songbook. It means that the staff had the conviction to put out a Palestinian issue, 
a Gay & Lesbian issue, a Disarmament issue, and a Women's issue — knowing full 
well the animosity these would generate. It means the staff rejected the demands of 
those people who stormed into the office ordering staff to do any variety of things. 
It means that the staff believes that decisions should be made by those who are will- 
ing to work on the paper rather than by the self-appointed representatives of 
various interests. 

In short, the staff of the McGill Daily was impeached for democratically exercis- 
ing editorial autonomy. 

The campaign which has recently come to an end would have it that the staff 
consists of racist and anti-semitic, authoriarian left-wingers intent only upon deny- 
ing the right of McGill students to participate on the paper. Granting at least a 
modicum of fairness and good intentions to those who voted, we can most 
charitably say that the "yes" committee was successful in its disinformation cam- 
paign. 

If, on the other hand, the vote represents a real consensus on the part of McGill 
students that progressive ideas should not be seen in a campus newspaper, we ac- 
cept the argument that we have contempt for the McGill campus. 

The staff are far from being the monolithic group-mind our detractors would 
have you believe. There is, however, one thing we all have in common: the belief 
that we live in a society which is essentially unjust, and that as an institution, the 
university helps perpetuate this injustice. 

It is not the role of this staff to develop programmatic solutions to this injustice, 
but to identify it and provide a forum in which possible solutions can be aired. 

Insofar as we have done this, we have every right to feel satisified with our 
performance. Were we able to travel backwards in time to early September, we 
would have produced essentially the same papers. We have little to apologize for, 
save for.ever tempering our criticisms for the sake of expedience. 

For some time, the gist of disatisfaction with the Daily has been our refusal to 
simply reiterate prevalent opinions. We are insulted by the idea that we should be 
considered a mirror in which McGill students can view themselves without being 
disturbed with what is happening around them. We will not be a party to those who 
insist on revelling in the stench of their own narcissism.

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Rhetoric & responsibility 

President Marcos declared martial law to extend his tyrannical reign over the 
people of the Philippines an extra eight years. During this time he slandered, ar- 
rested, tortured and assasinated his political opponents, many of whom were 
students, and amassed a huge personal fortune. 

He frequently paid rhetorical tribute to the merits of democracy, while 
monopolizing a TV channel, gerrymandering ridings, censoring media, buying 
votes and employing outright election fraud, all with the support of the United 
States. He left only after a faction of the military withdrew support for him, and 
the U.S. guaranteed his safety and plunder. 

The staff of this newspaper have been likened to this man by certain members of 
the Students* Society executive and a supposedly 'neutral' ombudsman. 

To be accused of this by individuals who have bargained in bad faith, who have 
used institutional blackmail to silence a body for fulfilling its role of criticizing stu- 
dent government, who vote themselves summer jobs and cause massive hikes in our 
fees is ofcourse, hypocrisy. But more seriously, it should raise serious questions in 
the minds of students as to the integrity of those we have chosen for power. 

I question the motivation of this year's executive of excluding the possibility of 
their own instant recall by student referendum in the MSS constitution. These in- 
divididuals are too cowardly to permit freedom of information or allow us to af- 
fect their own constitution or fees by SIR, yet they feel no compulsion in taking a 
cheap shot at staff. They can afford to. 

Some of these same hypocrites have labelled us "racists," while doing nothing to 
fight racism in their entire lives. Rather they have unhesitatingly accepted every 
privilege proferred by rich, white skin. No doubt they will be as quick to claim a 
victory as they were to slander, and all with as much understanding of the process 
as Pavlovian dogs. 

That the ballots were impounded at the request of both the staff and the student 
representatives on the DPS Board of Directors, as was pointed out in the Tribune, 
should be enough to dismiss such accusations. 

But to merely say that justice was served because the due process was carried out 
would, I believe, be fallacious. The campaign accusations of the "Yes" committee 
^were, in the opinion of the DPS lawyer, libelous and slanderous. The DPS lawyer 
is not. the editors' lawyer, nor is he the staff lawyer. Rather, he is the impartial 
lawyer of the corporation of all those who pay fees to the Daily. 

It is hardly surprising the initiators found a lawyer willing to argue differently — 
that is their function. But this docs not put the claims on equal footing and 
therefore a matter of no consideration to the judicial committee, as was ruled. Nor 
could anyone reasonably maintain that a slanderous disinformation campaign 
would cause no harm under the circumstances. 

The committee's ruling was, I believe, a political decision more than a legal one. 
If this sounds simply like sour grapes, consider the future implications of such a 
decision. For what the DPS judicial committee has ruled makes it possible to run a 
libelous and slanderous campaign without fear of retribution, save in a court of 
law — a process requiring thousands of dollars and several months if not years. 

If your target does not have the money, or you do not have the money to lose, a 
yirtual carte blanche has been established for accusations to be made without 
regard for fairness. 

It is interesting that those who are willing to pontificate on democracy and make 
accusations of irresponsibility should be so ignorant of the basic responsibilities 
which accompany the democratic process. 

It is also a tribute to the success of the immature and hypocritical.

And from the ethical 
vacuum which ensues, individuals are successively sucked into the atomistic vortex 
of consumerism, which defines modern society. 

At each stage creativity and individuality is crushed by the demands of increas- 
ingly monstrous bureaucracies of capital and government, with grotesque hierar- 
chies to make a mockery of the claim of equality 

The imagination of freely-associating, equal individuals who care about the 
welfare of those around them is forfeited. In its stead, we accept a system of coer- 
cion which is, at best, based on the coercion of denying individuals the basic nec- 
cesities of life (ie. food, clothing, health care and shelter), and at worst, based 
upon physical violence and incarceration. Canada is, after all, the most in- 
carcerated population per capita in the world. 

How can a society which considers itself advanced continue to rély on such bar- 
baric mechanisms to motivate its people? And how is this insidious crime passed 
off as the only possible way society could be organized? 

While we can undoubtedly identify forces which sustain this psychotic society, 
we must also recognize that it is, to a great extent, our failure of imagination and 
the atrophying of our ability-to question our environment. 

We have no more reason to believe we must be 'managed* by bureaucrats or 
bosses. This most enduring myth flies in the face of everything from the voluntary 
system of international mail, which functions despite deep animosity amongst na- 
tions, to every cooperative organization which has ever existed. 

To reject all forms of oppressive authority is to be an anarchist. To use the term 
as a perjorative denotes an ignorance of its meaning and a failure of imagination. 

It is not a childish whim to desire a society organized without a state. Rather, it is 
the stunted immaturity of a psychotic society which acquiesces to war and injustice 
rather than exercise its own imagination.

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Science questions 
status quo 

In the world of science what could be is often more important than what is. A 
great scientist must be a truly radical thinker, prepared to abandon conventional 
ideas and challenge the status quo of scientific thought. Why must it end there? 
Why the reluctance to confront our values and lifestyle, the reluctance to enter the 
world of possibility? 

One suspects it is a terrifying place for some people. To live in such a world 
demands imagination. It demands a readiness to question, challenge, abandon and 
create. It means not swallowing ideas whole, but tasting and exploring alternatives. 
This world of possibility collapses when we insist on reinforcing our preconceived 
notions about the world, when we insist on smashing all that dares to confront 
these notions and ask what could be. 

Can we afford to be so arrogant as to assume that we now live in the 'best of all 
possible worlds?' That the world is profoundly influenced by powerful forces of 
inertia is a horrifyingly banal observation. One used to harbour hopes that univer- 
sities would afford a degree of freedom from such mental sloth, but it seems that 
campuses are no more immune than anywhere else. It is undoubtedly easier to plod 
carefully along, earnestly focussing on the road at one's feet. 

It is uncomfortable but essential to continually question our world. How can we 
fail to ask why some can speak freely while others are tortured, why some eat while 
others starve? How can we quietly sit by and watch governments pour billions of 
dollars into arms while 10,000 people on the streets of Montréal beg for a place to 
sleep? 

The Daily has been accused of not representing the views of the majority of the 
McGill population. This is exactly where the beauty of an autonomous student 
paper lies. The staff have the freedom to question the status quo and explore the 
world of possibility. They also have the freedom to fight to make it a reality. 

For those who think such questions are unnecessary I suggest you look again. 
You might think twice about smashing what you disagree with. You may even sus- 
pend your mental inertia long enough to consider joining us.

Self-righteous harrassment 

I have dreamed of going to McGill ever since I heard of it and its reputation, 
when I was in my early teens. I heard that it had very tough standards, that it only 
accepted and turned out the best. When I was accepted, I thought that a whole new 
world had opened up for me, and I was right. Unfortunately, it was to a great ex- 
tent an ugly, frightening world. A world of smug self-righteousness, of 
xenophobia, of priviledged arrogance and hard-eyed ignorance. 

What has happened to the Daily should scare all thinking people. A campaign 
based on lies and libellous accusations was nevertheless allowed to proceed, and 
resulted in the impeachment of a dedicated and honest staff who simply refused to 
parrot the official party line. I have not yet met anyone who agreed with everything 
printed in the Daily, including myself, and yet I challenge anyone to substantiate 
the very serious charges which were made against the Dally staff. The crime for 
which the Dally is being punished can be termed 'thought-crime'; they had the 
audacity to stir up debate and thought on forbidden issues, to believe in and act 
upon the myth that we live in a vibrant, pluralist democracy... 

The Daily served a vital function on campus. It.was an alternative paper, believ- 
ed to be an independent vehicle for students who wished to express themselves and 
their ideas, who wished to express their solidarity with oppressed peoples, or who 
simply wanted to learn what it takes to put out a paper. On the whole, it was an ex- 
cellent paper, and the McGill community was richer for the opportunity to be ex- 
posed to something different from the pap we are daily fed by the commercial 
press. 

During the past year, several incidents have caused me to review my somewhat 
natve belief in the essential goodness of people. As a result of the Palestinian Issue 
of. Nov. 28, for the first time in my life I received threatening telephone calls at 
home. I was followed one afternoon, and had to be escorted home; a tableful of 
young men in the Union cafeteria began to repeatedly shout "Bitch" as I passed 
by. During an interview with CFRM, there were shouts at Melinda Wittstock of 
"Melinda sucks cocks" — harassment, intimidation, everything but logic and 
thought.

"She hung up," replied Brendan, "I told her she could check a copy of The Body. 
Politic but all she said was 'I know what I have to do. I should have done it à long 
time ago.' Then she hung up." , 

All of us were depressed. We had no idea what the woman planned,^ dq and_ ,v^e, 
all hoped she would calm down and refrain from anything drastic.- • •■' -•* 

In the midst of my depression I felt a small spark of pride that it was the Daily 
that this woman had turned to in her moment of crisis, and that she felt that we 
would listen and be able to help her. Pride gave way to sadness over our failure to 
help her, and I became angry that there were those on campus who would deny us 
the right try to change the society that made that woman ashamed to be the mother 
of a homosexual child. 

I am not ashamed to be a part of the McGill Daily, or to be a part of anything 
that challenges a system that made that woman feel the way she did.' Peïha'ps we| 
have made some errors this year, I don't think anyone will deny that. But I don't 
think the problem was what we covered but rather that we often let justifiable 
anger take control, forgetting in the heat of the. moment that not, all McGill 
students were quite as angry as we. I have often wished, as all of us inithis^ win- 
dowless office have, that McGill students could see the need for anger and the: heed 
for change. " e, ".'» 

Perhaps what hurts the most is that so few of those who disliked the Daily took 
the time to attend'even one staff meeting, let alone join the paper.. Yet' they seem to : 
think that we have somehow failed to represent their views. How could we, 'when '

I can only close by saying that I am proud to be a member of .this year's staff of 
the McGill Daily and that, if wc have made some mistakes, we have a lot to be pro- 
ud of as well. It is quite a difficult task to start and continue a newspaper for 
seventy-five years. It is no problem at all to destroy one.

posed unfreezing of university 
tuition fees. 

Two weeks ago, Minister of 
Finance Gérard Lévesque called 
for increased tuition fees and 
user fees for social services to 
help reduce the deficit. 

The central council of ANEQ 
(Association national d'étu- 
diantes de Québec) had 
previously prepared six pro- 
posals for their "plan de 
riposte." 

After lengthy debate and 
numerous amendments the pro- 
posals were adopted. They in- 
clude that ANEQ call upon its 
members to sign a declaration 
stating that: 

•the government renounce the 
unfreezing of tuition fees and 
recognize the place taken by 
universities in the social 
development in Québec and that 
following this line of thought. 



the right to free education be 
established at some point in the 
future; 

•that the government ensure 
adequate university financing; 
•that the ministry of education 
render public, with as little 
delay as possible, its positions 
concerning university financing. 

As well, the student associa- 
tion of the Université de Sher- 
brooke (AFEUS) proposed that 
in the event of a tuition fee in- 
crease that there be "activités de 
perturbation" when classes 
begin in September. 

The AFEUS proposal includ- 
ed that there be a boycott of fall 
tuition fees. However, CUSA 
(Concordia University 
Students' Association) 
representative François 
Desrosiers claimed that taking 
such a decision at the Saturday 
meeting, without all of the 



member associations present 
was undemocratic. After 
lengthy debate, the motion was 
amended as follows: "que 
l'ANEQ envisage un boycott 
des frais de scolarité lors de Ja 
rentrée de l'automne '86 et 
qu'elle statue au congrès 
d'Avril." 

Other proposals adopted in- 
clude that ANEQ and the local 
student associations organize a 
letter-writing campaign in daily 
a'nd weekly newspapers. 

Also, when the parliamentary 
commission studies the 
"credits" of the. ministry of 
education, or on April 8, a large 
delegation of representatives 
from each member association 
of ANEQ is to make a presenta- 
tion to the Ministère de l'duca- 
tion Supérieure et de la Science. 

Another proposal adopted 
stated that if the parliamentary 



commission on university finan- 
cing is held next semester, a na- 
tional demonstration will be 
organized in front of the 
Québec parliament. 

A motion from AFEUS pro- 
posing a national day of action 
on April 3 to protest the un- 
freezing of tuition fees was 
defeated. Representatives from 
AGEUQAM (Association 
générale d'étùdiant(e)s de 
l'University de Québec à Mon- 
tréal) claimed that they were too 
tired and would not have 
enough time to mobilize 
students. 

There were no McGill 
representatives present at the 
conference — although Luc 
Joli-Coeur, VP External of 
McGill Students' Society, had 
previously stated in an interview 
with the Daily that he would at- 
tend the meeting.

The Board of Directors officially received these results on Tuesday, 18 March 1986, 
after the production of this edition of The McGill Daily, and thereby effected the 
dismissal of the paper's staff. Prior to receiving the results, the Board decided hot to 
suspend publication of the paper while a transitional staff is appointed and trained in 
the use of the equipment, but to ask the employees of the Daily Typesetting Shop to 
produce the newspaper using stories taken from the news exchange services of 
Canadian University Press and la Presse étudiante du Québec, of both of which The 
McGill Daily is a founding member. This decision was made in the interest of the long- 
term survival of the paper and of the Daily Publications Society. Features such as the 
"Letters" and "Events" sections will not appear during this period. All advertising, 
/including classifieds, will appear as usual. Please note that editorial inquiries should 
not be addressed to the employees of the Daily Typesetting Shop: notices will be posted 
on the bulletin board outside the editorial offices of The McGill Daily (Union room 
B-03) regarding the resumption of regular editorial functions. Please be patient and . 
supportive of the 75-yèar-old tradition which is The McGill Daily during this difficult 
.transitional period. . . 

As for the selection of the interim staff of the paper, we, the four student 
representatives to the Board of Directors, ask that any student interested in being 
appointed by us to the interim staff of five should leave us a letter of application in the 
Daily Business Office (Union room B-17 — office hours: 9hl5-17hl5). Your letter, 
which should be submitted as soon as possible and before Monday, March 25th 1986, 
should include your name, faculty and year, writing experience, and /or experience in 
the technical aspects of newspaper production, familiarity with machinary in the Daily 
offices, and a declaration of intention to abide by the statement of principles contained j 
in Publications Society Bylaw 1, which will be posted on the bulletin board outside 
Union room B-03. We would like to remind all of those who voted to dismiss the staff 
you have, in doing so, undertaken the task of making the paper work, and should be 
among those submitting applications to us. Our decision will be posted as soon as it 'is 
made. Thereafter, all other students wishing to join the paper may do so. We thank 
you for your cooperation.
